The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
reasonable evidence of unexpected results and the criticality of the liquid composition applied to 
polymeric optical recording media substrates, the data is for polycarbonate media, but the 
functional language added in the examiner's amendment extends the coverage to other polymeric 
substrates (which might be susceptible to solvent damage, unlike glass) which meet the 
requirements of not swelling or dissolving the substrate. This prevents crazing and whitening of 
the substrate which would degrade the functionality of the recording medium. The filling factor 
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and what is a superior filling is discussed with respect to tables 1 and 2 and this relates to 
improved high speed recording (see prepub at [0068] as well) and improvems in 2X reflectivity 
and asymmetry.
